forests. 
T he future w ealth of these three 
counties, when its developm ent is stim u­ 
lated by steam transportation, cannot he 
estim ated. 
Its carrying trade will tax the 
capacity of th is road to its utm ost. 
T he 
woo!, wine, redwood, lum ber, 
m inerals, 
fruit and vegetables w ill come to th e m ain 
line at W illows. 


THE REDWOOD LIMBER 
L'sed all over the northern part of the 
State, a country larger than New Y ork 
and Pennsylvania, will have its depot at 
W illows. 
This lum ber has an universal 
dem and as far East as th e M issouri river, 
a country of an 
im m ense ex ten t now 
rapidly settlin g and developing. 
Tw enty- 
five m iles of this road are graded and the 
steel will be laid as soon as it can arrive 
from the E ast. 
Before th e homo-seeker 
cun arrive the cars will be running through 
a succession of th e most beautiful and fer­ 
tile valleys, w here 
land 
is now very 
cheap. 


T H E (L IM A T E . 


T lie M ost 
K einarkiihle to he Kuttml and 
I ts C au ses. 
T h e clim ate of th is section is incom par­ 
able. 
In common w itli all other parts of 
the Sacram ento valley 
it is wiuterless. 
T here is no snow, 110 ice and no sweeping 
w intry blasts. 
T h ere are two seasons— 
spring and 
autum n. 
T he rains, which 
tom menee usually in Novem ber, bring 
spring, and th e whole earth is clothed in a 
vernal spring. 
These rains 
continue in 
showers till May and Ju n e, when they 
cease and th e dry season or autum n com­ 
mences’. 
T he tem peratures arc such th a t 
if th e showers 
continued through 
the 
w hole year th ere would lie one perennial 
spring. 
CLIMATIC CAUSES 
On the latitude, so unlike an ything known 
in th e States east of th e Sierra N evada 011 
th e sam e parallel, are sim ply geographical 
ones. 
T here is th e constant presence of 
th e tem pered winds from th e heated ocean 
currents w hich wash th e whole coast of 
the State, and th e en tire absence of the 
A rctic blasts, w hich are deflected by the 
m ountain b arrier w hich runs from the 
A laskan peninsula to M exico. 
On the 
sam e latitude, east of the m ountains, there 
is from five to seven m onths w inter. 
T he 
earth is covered w ith snow and ice, and 
th e people and th e anim als are housed as 
a necessary protection from w inter storm s 
and blasts. 
Blazing firesof wood and coa 
are required to overcom e th e tem peratures 
th a t are constantly in th e neighborhood of 
zero or below th at jioint. 
T he earth is 
frozen to a depth of several feet, and the 
rivers and creeks are locked in ice. 
T he 
buildings are fringed w ith huge icicles, 
and every out door industry is at a s ta n d ­ 
still. 
THE WI.NTKRLESS YEARS. 
How ditlerent the picture here. 
T he 
autum n show ers have come and th e whole 
earth is clothed w ith a m antle of green, 
relieved by the b rillian t coloring of a 
varied 
and lu x u rian t flora. 
Flocks ami 
herds graze on th e new verdure, anti every 
tic-ld is a sc. ue of industrial anim ation. 
E very plow and harrow is m oving from 
sunrise to sunset, preparing for tin w inter 
sowing. 
T he fall grain waves ¡o every 
breeze, aik 
orange trees are laden w ith 
th eir goldjii fruit. 
T he woods,groves and 
thickets .ire vocal w ith th e songs of the 
birds th at have come here to winter, and 
fees .uni butterflies hover lazilv around 
th e flower.-I that fill th e gardens. 
A soft autum n haze covers th e valleys 
and h d i-i 'e-, children plav in th co p e n air, 
people sit w ith open d o o s n n d windows in 
mid :ey, aisl (ires have no office in sitting- 
rooms o v - pt to tem per the air of m orning 
and evening

The 
hom eseeker m ust hear in m ind th a t to the 
farm er, th e stock-raiser, the orchardist, 
vineyardist and gardener, all these davs 
when there are no clouds, and th e full rays 
ol th e sun flood th e earth, arc like showers 
of gold. 
W ith m oisture, th e sunlight 
means abundant crops, and these are gold 
in th e pocket. 


ECONOMIC VALUE OK CLIMATE. 
A little calculation w ill show the hon 
seeker how m uch more he w ill have laid 
hv for the rain y 
day 
of old 
age in a 
clim ate where iie has fifty-two weeks for 
field work, as he does here, instead of the 
tw enty-six weeks in a w inter clim ate in th e 
E ast. 
A t V1 a day th a t means $156 more 
earned each year, and from 20 years of age 
to 50 it m eans $4,080 more th an he would 
earn in a w inter country. 
T h at sum put 
at interest as it is earned would am ount to 
an independence— more than the average 
laborer can expect to lay by or does lav by. 
Add to this sum th e am ount th a t is saved 
in th irty w inters’ food, clothing and fuel, 
and it will he seen w hat a w interless c li­ 
m ate means to the field w orker in profit 
and pleasure. 
RAINFALL. 
T he rainfall of Colusa county is about 
It! inches on the plains and from 20 to 24 
inches on the higher foothills and m ount­ 
ains. 
As has lieen said, th is precipitation 
occurs from N ovem ber to May, inclusive, 
and is in showers.

tropic grow ths flourish in th e sam e vallev 
and 011 th e same hillside w ith th e ir m ount­ 
ain sisters. 
T h is section m ay safelv chal­ 
lenge th e w orld to produce á larger and 
m ore varied list of productions than nature 
produces here. 
H ere arc th e pine and 
palm , the m aple and m agnolia, th e apple 
and apricot, th e olive and cherry, theorango 
and th e plum , th e pom egranate and thi 
pear. 
ALL THE SMALL FRUITS 
A re produced here in profusion and in 
perfection. 
B lackberries, 
straw berries, 
gooseberries and currants are raised w ith 
only ordinary care and cultivation, and 
they are a paying crop. 
V egetables are 
grown on all kinds of soils, and th ey are 
of th e best quality. 


GENERAL FRUIT-GROWING 
In this section has not assumed such pro­ 
portions as to be one o f th e leading indus­ 
tries, h ut it is far from being in its infam y. 
It is now m ore th an forty years since the 
first fru it trees and vines w ere planted. 
From th a t tim e to the present many o r­ 
chards and vineyards have been grown and 
w ith rem arkable and unvarying success. 
T he old orchards and vineyards on the 
G loo 11 and AValsh grants, now forty-four

ORCHARDS AND VINEYARDS

THE HOME SEEKER’S OPPORTUNITY. 
1 lie Pacific slope is th e brightest te rri­ 
torial gem o f th e continent. 
I t is an em ­ 
pire in ex ten t and natural resources. 
It 
has every elem ent th at makes w ealth, th a t 
sustains a dense population, th a t builds 
vast m anufactures, th at stim ulates trade, 
an d th a t creates a far-reaching commerce.

THE SACRAMENTO RIVER. 
T he great riv er of th e W est, th e S a/ra- 
niento, bisects this area.

in the g reat m ountain region, and passing 
south [and receiving th e waters of a great 
num ber of trib u taries from th e east and 
went), pours then into th e hay of San 
Francisco.

in th e m iddle of t h i - century, and it m ade 
th e “ argonauts” w illing exiles from th eir 
childhood homes at th e comm encement of 
th e A m erican occupation. 
F lan k in g these 
valleys arc two high m ountain chains. 
O n th e west is th e Coast 
Range, w hich 
overlooks th e Pacific shore- for 560 m iles. 
Gn th e east are th e S ierra Nevadas, whose 
pinnacled peaks form th e eastern p a rt of 
the State. 
T his physical confirm ation gives every 
topographical feature known to 
earth.

for the dw ellers at the m ountain’s 
feet, and deep valleys, canyons, gorges and 
lofty elevation- for those who love th e 
light- and shadows of great m ountains.

WONDERFULLY FERTILE SOU 
T he soil of th is section is of rem arkable 
fertility, in the valleys of the Sacram ento 
it was formed a t th e bottom of an imm ense 
lake, w hich received the washings and 
w eatherings from th e lofty ranges that 
surrounded it. 
F or untold ages th e pot­ 
ash, th e m agnesia and lim e from 
the 
w eatherings o f ,th e m ngnesian lim e strata, 
and th e soda from th e decomjiosed vegeta­ 
tion was carried, year after year, and de­ 
posited in the bottom of this inland sea, 
w here it was stored up in inexhaustible 
qu an tities for th e uses of the tillers of the 
land in later times. 
T his accounts for the 
incom parable 
fertility

valley. 
Ju d g ed by tb e analysis of the chem ist and 
th e experience of th e farm er, there is no 
rich er soil on th e earth th an the alluvium 
in tli is drained bed of w hat was once the 
great Sacram ento lake. 
Along th e foot­ 
hills are the clay loam, comi>osed of sand, 
clay, lime, soda, potash, phosphorus, m ag­ 
nesia and iron. 
T his clay loam has every 
elem ent o f fertility, and i- known to be al­ 
most inexhaustible, hearing annual crop­ 
pings for a great num ber of yi 
req u irin g fértil 
_ 
w ithout 
ilization. 
T he evidence of 
tlie inexhaustible fertility of th e soil of 
N orthern C alifornia is furnished in the 
unexam pled annual w heat crop, am ount­ 
ing to 35,000,000 bushels, w ith a yield of 
more th an 50 p er cent, greater than th e 
average of th e rest of th e I ’nited States, 
and in th e enorm ous yield of fruit and 
every of h er agricultural product.

From the Bancroft Company, Ban Fran­ 
cisco, we have Harper .t Bros'. ( New York) 
edition of “ Retrospections of America, 
1797-1811,” by John Bernard, Secretary ol 
the Beefsteak Club and author of “ Retro­ 
spections of the Stage.” The volume is 
edited by Mrs. Bayle Bernard, with an 
introduction notes and index by Law­ 
rence 
Hutton and Brander Matthews. 
Several fine portraits adorn the volume. 
An especial interest is awakened in the 
book at this time as a means of contrast­ 
ing American society, as seen by a man of 
the world at the close of the last century, 
with our knowledge of the present. Ber­ 
nard was one of the most gifted, witty and 
brilliant comedians of the English stage. 
He was one of the earliest American the­ 
atrical managers in the X’nited States, ami 
tilled a large place at the beginning of the 
century in the dramatic circlein the United 
8tates. He named the celebrated actress, 
Mrs. Cooper, whom he had previously de­ 
scribed as “ a kind of Garrick in petti­ 
coats.” These twa appeared as Backbite 
and Mrs. Candor in the first performance 
of “ The School for Scandal ” in England. 
Bernard in Loudon was the associate of 
such men as Sheridan, Selwyn, Fox. and 
the leading wits of the town. "Hisfirst wife 
dying, he married Miss F’isher. He ap­ 
peared in America in 171'7, playing in Phil­ 
adelphia for six years to the largest salary 
to that time ever paid a comedian in 
America, lie went to Boston in 1803, and 
in 1806 became a manager of the Federal- 
•treet Theater, retaining the position four 
years. He made a tour of the United 
States from 1810 to 1813, and took his leave 
of America in 1819, amidst warm mani­ 
festations of high regard by the people. 
H e died in London in 1828. He was a 
shrewd social observer, quick to see, keen 
to appreciate, and was by culture and nat­ 
ural turn a man of polished manners. He 
was 
a 
warm 
friend 
of 
America, 
and 
wholly 
fell 
from 
the 
patron­ 
izing airs of so many of his country­ 
men. 
He made a study of American 
men and manners and institutions, and en­ 
joyed favored opportunities to form cor­ 
rect estimates of Washington. Carroll of 
Carrollton, Jetrerson. and other great men 
of the day, whose friendship he enjoyed.

His forefeet are made for burrowing, 
and are not of much use in walking, as he 
walks on tiptoe.

They eat insects principally, but 
will cat i-arrion.

N\ ell. let's see a moment where 
she would be. 
We wi.l not select an 11th- 
ieel or a Princess 2d, hut take for instance, 
two nverago cows, a Shorthorn and a Jersey, 
at two yea in of age. Allow the same cost for 
keeping and the same price for butter, 
if you please, anil also the same amount 
from the sale of the calves.

knowledged fact amorg the .Shorthorn, as 
well as Jersey breeders, that the Jersey 
cow will produce at least one-fourth more 
butter than will the 
Shorthorn row;

The following letteer upon California 
Interest? and men appeared recently in the 
Camp Srwt a prom inent journal published 
in Philadelphia. The correspondent says . 
Arriving at Oakland, I find the citizens 
enjoying a privilege which has not, to inv 
knowledge, been granted by any other rail­ 
road corporation to any city or community 
in the United Slates, viz.: that of riding on 
the loos', trains of the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road within tbe city limits free of charge, 
:io ticketr being required. 
W hether this 
was a free g.ft as au act of courtesy of the 
company or in consideration of the right 
i : vuy through the city. I am not aware. 
Notwithstanding past accusations of a 
mercenary press, and such short-sighted 
foiiowers ar lack that m anly independence 
of tlionght and action which should char­ 
acterize ar. American citizen, and who are 
more or less under its inlluence, and last, 
»;k1 perhaps least, sniall-souled political 
j->pirants, too lazy to work for an honest 
living, do not hesitate to misrepresent their 
superiors or any worthy enterprise, if such 
action car: he made a stepping stone to the 
-polls of office—that the sole aim of the 
managers ie to realize the highest (xissible 
income on their investment, w ithout re­ 
gard to the comfort, convenience or inter­ 
ests of their patrons. Anyone entertaining 
Mich views need only to compare tbe facil­ 
ities, general outfit and management of 
their roads with that of otiier ones, built 
through more favorable sections of the 
country, and consequently less difficult to 
• penile, to become convinced of liis eiror. 
A large proportion of their roads are 
built over mountains, stream sand canyons, 
necessitating the running of trains, in 
many instances, almost in the form of the 
letter N 
yet I doubt if any other road can 
produce as favorable a record in regard to 
accidents or facilities 
for prompt relief 
whenever or wherever one has occurred. 
Continuing my trip eastward from Oak­ 
land on their overland route, the eye takes 
:a a seemingly moving panorama of culti­ 
vated vinedad hills, greeu fertile vallevs 
and plains covered with the fruit and veg­ 
etable products of the industrious farmer's 
toil; neat, comfortable residences; cosy lit­ 
tle villages and the more pretentious en­ 
terprising tewns, where the stationary and 
portable engines have in turn found their 
way to aid the rrzchanic and farmer in 
driving their machinery and implements 
with more complete success; and ail along 
the line, where but so comparatively re­ 
cently the wild beast and tin- Digger Indian 
held undisputed sway, civilization, com- 
tort, I'.appiness and prosperity apparently 
reign supreme. 
To an Inquiring mind tbe question nat­ 
urally suggests itself, what, since the dis­ 
covery of gold and silver in this State, lias 
-.uost largely contributed to bring about 
these conditions? W hat would be the 
condition of affaiis and relative value of 
property adjacent to their routes to-day if 
they were to close their shons, withdraw 
their rolling stock, take up'their tracks, 
destroy their bridges, and no one else al­ 
lowed to replace them ? I,et us give “ honor 
to whom honor is due," and not he too 
slow about it either. If a proper apprecia­ 
tion was manifested and due gratitude 
shown, particularly by the owners of prop­ 
erty along their roads, every decent, manly 
man would with pride Itecoiue, unasked, a 
sell-CODstituted defender of their property 
everywhere within his reach. 
I entertain 
a higher respect and revcreDce for unj- one 
of their old, dilapidated cars, worn out in 
the service of this grand modern pioneer 
march of civilization and progress, than for 
any or all of the human, political parasites 
that ever coveted the lawfully-acquired 
property of another, or sought through 
unjust misrepresentation — ignorantly or 
otherwise—to belie the motives or tarnish 
the tame of a public benefactor, that they 
m ight thereby crawl into an undeserved 
office. 
Hoping that-1 may not tire the reader, I 
will sa> that I did not intend to write a 
Lengthy 
communication 
when 
I com­ 
menced 
but, as is usually the case with 
such matters, one thought or idea has led 
to auother, until the subject seems almost 
inexhaustible. I have purposely expressed 
my opinions, and given such facts as have 
come within my limited experience, knowl­ 
edge and observation of railroad affairs, for 
several reasons. 
First—Because I believe that the develop­ 
ment and prosperity of our country is more 
largely due to that enterprise than to any 
other of similar magnitude ; and the bene*- 
fits to be derived therefrom by the people 
are self-evident, from the fact that (to say 
nothing of the increase in value of prop­ 
erty along their roads), if, at their own 
prices, their mode of conveyance is not an 
advantage over any other, why do we avail 
ourselves of it? 
Second—Because I 
believe that very 
many people entertain an undue, unreason­ 
able prejudice against them as “ monopo­ 
lice, " ti;rough partial ignorance of their 
management, and in underestimating the 
relative convenience and advantages we de­ 
rive from them, and which are increased 
and become more general with every ad­ 
ditional company organized and railroad 
built, while it decreases the “ monopoly” 
just in proportion ; hence these enterprises 
should be encouraged, fostered and in­ 
creased for the benefit of tiie people, if tor 
uo other reason. 
T hird—Because he who has done, and is 
still doing more, for the development and 
prosperity of not only this State, but the 
entire coast from north to south, from west 
eastward,than any onelivittg man, and has 
accomplished it chiefly thiough these iron 
and stee. tracked highways, at the will of 
himself and associates—at first commenced 
under most discouraging and udverse cir­ 
cumstances, about the tim e of the com­ 
mencement of the war of the Rebellion, 
when 
out Government most needed an 
overland communication with this coast, 
and yet least prepared to assist in its con­ 
struction—and upon its completion he was 
deservedly honored and appreciated by the 
people, until it was understood that the 
road was not only on a paying basis, but 
would eventually reward its rightful, heroic 
originators with millions, when the envy 
and avarice of hum an nature began to crop 
o u t 
IToprietors of city newspapers of black­ 
mailing propensities, wilh longing eyes 
fixed upon prospective wealth they never 
earned, look due notice of the situation, 
and —lacking that public spirit of unselfish 
patriotism which should, at least in a mod­ 
erate 
degree, 
actuate every intelligent 
American to encourage and speak well of 
•aclt worthy home enterprise, unbought— 
with characteristic greed, governed them ­ 
selves acoordkigly, seconded by such bark­ 
ing cure of the country press as they could 
induce to follow in their wake, and in ­ 
fluence with them such followers as pos­ 
sessed neither the moral courage or strength 
of character to think and act for them ­ 
selves reinforced by nearly every lazy, un­ 
principled political aspirant, who saw this 
opportunity to gratify his lust for office and 
its spoils, through exciting the prejudices 
of the rabble—upon whose votes depended 
their success—against this railroad enter­ 
prise, in order to carry their point. 
Thus for years, he who has been to so 
great an extent instrum ental in giving em­ 
ployment tc many thousands of m e hanics 
and laborers, has been repeatedly misrep­ 
resented as a grasping monopolis indiffer­ 
ent to their interests, and whose chief aim 
was t< add to his accumulated millions ; 
yet I doubt if any man in this State has 
relie veil the wants of as many individuals 
— both worthy and unworthy—as h e ; 
while one of his early acts in {he United 
State Senate wss to introduce a bill to en­ 
tourage co-operation among working peo­ 
ple. the bill bring based upon the declara­ 
tion that the right of association for any 
lawful purpose is a natural right. It pro­ 
vides elaborate machinery for the forma­ 
tion of associations and corporations of in­ 
dividuals, with or without capital, to do 
business for m utual benefit and profit. 
He holds that twelve sewing-girls, with­ 
out the slightest capital save health, skill 
and industry, have the same right to form 
an association to carry on the business of 
dress-niEking, that twelve millionaires 
have to form a company for the prosecu­ 
tion of manufacturing or industrial enter­ 
prises. 
His bill is so drawn as to give to 
labor engaged 
co-operatively the same 
protection afforded to capital organized 
under the corporate laws of the several 
States. 
1 allude tc Hon. Leland Stanford, ex- 
Govemor of California, and now United 
States Senator from this State. Possessing 
the honesty, integrity and patriotism of 
W ashington, Lincoln and Grant, like them 
he has w.thstood the ingratitude and cen­ 
sure of the envious, which, says an ingeni­ 
ous author, •* is the tax a man pays to the 
public for being eminent.” It is folly for 
an em inent man to think of escaping it 
and a weakness to be affected by it. All 
the Illustrious persons of antiquity, and in- 


part of a Roman trium ph." Our own Gen 
eral Grant was not fully appreciated and 
honored until his feet pressed the soil of 
Old England, and God bless the grand old 
nation for her reminder to us. From there 
came my ancestors who settled in the his­ 
toric town of old Concord, Massachusetts, 
in 1835, and where, at a later period—on 
the memorable April 19th—another should­ 
ered his musket in defetfse of American 
liberty. And bo I will say w ith others of 
my countrymen before'm e, “ England, 
with all thy faults, I love the still.” 
Aside from downright criminality, per­ 
haps the age’s darkest blot of to-day is in­ 
gratitude, which is oftentimes the out­ 
growth of a too common trait among the 
masses—a careless lack of appreciation. 
After Senator Stanford had for m onths— 
perhaps years—at a heavy direct expense, 
been feeding tramps who preferred to beg 
rather than work at fair wages, necessitating 
the employment of a num ber of China­ 
men the past year on his Vina ranch, the 
“ Anti-Coolie League," or boycotters, of 
Red Iiluff. Cal., with an unwarrantable as­ 
sumption, WTOte to him a request that lie 
dischari-e.the Chinamen In his employ. 
In 
his reply—which has been made public— 
appears the following, which proves that 
in deeds, as well as in words, he is not only 
a friend to the worthy luborer, but also the 
the poor generally, evc-n if not so deserv­ 
ing. H e writes : 
“ Independently of my position a» a pub­ 
lic m an. a request of any considerable 
num ber of my fellow-citizens would have 
my best attention, though your resolutions 
are directed more particularly to affairs 
personal to m yself; yet 1 am aware that 
yon reflect the sentiments of a very large 
portion cf the people of our State in re­ 
gard to the employment of Chinese. U nder 
the treaties existing between our Govern­ 
m ent and that of China, the Chinaman is 
entitled to the same just treatment, while 
in our country, as any other foreigner or as 
any citizen. W hether white men shall be 
preferred to hint in employment is a ques­ 
tion of huiuanitarianism and of private 
interest. 
“ Regarding that, I have the right to dis­ 
pose of my own property and my own 
means as suits rue best, so long as I obey 
the laws, if my hunianitarianism impels 
me, or my interests incline me to employ 
Chinese labor. I hold that I have a perfect 
political right to do so, it being a matter of 
inv own conscience and its dictates. My 
race prejudice, however, inclines me to my 
own people, and I am desirous of giving 
them, on ail suitable occasions, the prefer­ 
ence. I have, therefore, in harm ony with 
my own inclinations, strengthened by your 
request, given instructions to my agent to 
direct that the preference for white labor 
be very carefully exerted. 
“ The employment 
of ('hiñese 
labor 
among the farmers has been, I think, 
fairly a necessity, and is likely to continue 
so, because good laborers can very soon, in 
the vast unoccupied resources of our State, 
find employment in something that offers 
a belter reward tLan common farm labor. 
Consequently good white labor is difficult 
to he had. i believe the sentim ent of the 
people of California is very hostile to more 
Chinese coming into our country; also, 
that most of our people sincerely wish the 
Chinese now in the country were out of i t ; 
and in obedience to that will, and in har­ 
mony with my own judgment, I shall do 
here, in tny public duty, whatever I can to 
restrict Chinese immigration. The unem­ 
ployed in California are numerous, but I 
do not think they are unemployed because 
of the Chinese, o r anything other than 
their own improvident nature. I have fed 
tramps at a direct expense of over $200 a 
month during the past season, on one 
farm, although there was never a day dur­ 
ing that time that we were not short-hand­ 
ed of good men and wanted them. 
"In conclusion, let me say to you in gen­ 
eral terms, that the theory of Govern­ 
m ent is founded upon the inalienable 
rights of man, which 
the poor, of all 
others, are most interested in maintaining, 
and is in strong contrast to the paternal or 
inonarchial theory of Government. The 
Government is founded upon the inalien­ 
able rights of man, and to secure him 
makes these great principles fundamental. 
Laws give, and the majorities administer. 
So no man can have a lien upon another, 
and determine what he shall do with his 
life, 
liberty 
and 
rightful 
possessions. 
W hether the owner of property shall give 
to those in distress or not is a question en­ 
tirely for him to determine, settle with his 
own conscience and with his God, to what 
extent the products of his labor, his care, 
his thrift, industry and economy shall be 
given to the unfortunate or idle, thriftless 
and improvident. W ithout the observance 
of the rights of property, of course all in- 
ducenteuts for thrift, frugality and industry 
would 
he 
wanting. 
The eartfi yields 
bountifully to labor for all of the necessi­ 
ties of the human kind, and with the in­ 
telligent direction and application of labor 
will, I believe, secure, barring the accidents 
of life, comfort to all. My remedy for the 
evil the poor su ffe rs temperance, .indus­ 
try, economy and intelligence. I trust that 
I am not unduly egotistical in believing that 
my sympathies in the w elfare of my kind are 
as strong as those of most men, particularly 
for the poor, and I have a strong faith that 
the time will come when the comforts of 
life, at least, will be common belongings of 
the poorer people of our country. The 
wealth of individuals makes up the com­ 
monwealth. The most interesting ques­ 
tion in regard to it is, not who owns, but 
what use is made of it? W ealth, actively 
and wisely in use, gives employment and 
spreads prosperity. The individual pros­ 
perity is the prosperity of the whole, and 
the prosperity ot the whole results in the 
prosperity of the individual." 
W hile many of us, under similar circum­ 
stances would have penned a brief, decided 
reply to their meddlesome interference, or 
treated such an im pertinent request with 
silent contempt, be takes a more liberal 
view of the situation, and in the usual 
calm, sound sense which ever cnaracterizes 
his words and acts, gives them his careful 
and respectful consideration. Every word 
of his reply ought to be printed in letters 
of gold, and be read and heeded not only 
by the doubtless well-meaning men to 
whom they were addressed, but by every 
individual within our borders who has or 
should have the combined welfare of our 
workingmen, our capitalists and our Gov­ 
ernm ent at heart. Such requests, doubtless 
well-meant, are in bad taste, and more par­ 
ticularly so under present circumstances, 
when he is engaged in preparing plans to 
build at his own private expense, at the 
probable cost of millions, an institution of 
learning on a more grand scaie, perhaps, 
than America has yet known. The uni­ 
versity will be located in this State, and 
named after his late lamented and only son, 
Leland Stanford, Jr., who died while' on a 
European tour with his parents, a few years 
since, and when completed will, I am in­ 
formed, be deeded to the State or public as 
a free gift, thereby making our children 
his hetrs, to receive practical benefits there­ 
from of more real value to them than gold. 
Perhaps he never uttered or penned a more 
appropriate and truthful sentiment than : 
“ The most interesting question in regard 
to it (wealth) is not who owns, hut what 
use is made of it.” 
It is tiertinent to the 
times, and should be held in remembrance. 
Now. as the time is not distant when 
nominations will again be made for the 
Presidency, I will say that if the delegates 
to the Republican National Convention 
will have sufficient yisdom and foresight 
to redeem the party from its present na­ 
tional defeat, they will nominate the best- 
qualified and most available man in the 
Republican or any other party, and that 
m an—among those by whom he is best 
known—is generally conceded to be Sena­ 
tor Stanford, of California. As lias been 
shown, he is a true, practical friend of the 
laborer, and every 
honest, 
intelligent 
workingman, native or foreign, of what­ 
ever party, can consistently vote for him. 
Like our late General Grant, he lias no en­ 
emies in the Southern States, and his views 
being as liberal and broad as the whole 
country over which his enterprise? extend, 
he would receive more votes from the South 
and from outside parties than anyone 
within the Republican ranks. 
If nominated, and if he could be induced 
to accept, it would create an enthusiasm 
such as has not been known since the days 
of Grant’s election. He would carrv nearly 
if not every Eastern, Middle and Western 
State and Territory, including each west of 
the Rocky mountains, and his election 
would be a fixed fact.

SEASONABLE HOME HINTS. 


P e a c h C o m p o t e.— P re p a re a th in siru p 
w ith h a lf a p in t o f w ater, six ounces of 
su g ar, lem on ju ic e a n d b lan ch ed p each - 
stone 
k e r n e ls ; stew tw elv e peaches for 
tw en ty m in u tes, lay th em in a d ish , boil 
u p th e s iru p u n til i t is th ick , th e n p o n r it 
a n d th e k ern els o v er th e peaches, anil 
serv e cold. 
.Vp p i.es w ith J ell y.—fine dozen ap­ 
ples, nared and cored, one and one-half 
pounds of sugar. 
Put the apples on with 
water enough to cover them, and let them 
stew until they look as if thev would 
break ; then take them out and put the 
sugar into- the same w ater, let the sirup 
come to a b o il; put in the apples, and let 
them stew until done through and clear, 
then take them out, slice into the sirup 
one large lemon anti add one ounce of 
gelatine, dissolved in a pint of cold water. 
Let the whole mix well and come to a 
b oil; then pour upon the apples; the 
sirup will congeal. 
It is to be eaten cold 
with cream. 


M a r m a l a d e . — Marmalade of green 
grapes may he made in this wnv : 
P ut 
green grapes in a preserving kettle with 
water enough to cover them ; place them 
on the lire and boil until they are soft 
enough to mash; pass tlie pulp through a 
sieve fine enough to prevent the seeds from 
going through. 
To each pound of pulp 
add two pounds of sugar, and boil to the 
consistency of jelly. 


P e a c h 
a n d T a p io c a P u d d in g ,— F o r 
this pudding there will Ik* required one 
can of peaches, a generous half-pint of 
tapioca, three-fourths of a cupful of sugar, 
half a teaspoon fu I of salt and one quart of 
water. 
Soak the tapioca over night in 
cold w ater; in the morning turn it with 
the water into a double boiler and cook 
Jor an hour. 
()n removing from the stove 
add the salt, sugar and juice of the 
peaches, and stir thoroughly. 
Pour a 
layer of the m ixture in a well-buttered 
pudding dish, then lay in the peaches and 
pour over the fruit the remainder of tho 
tapioca; hake in a tiu »it*rat cly hot oven for 
one hour. 


A p p l e F r it t e r s .-—-Th re e eggs b eaten 
lig h t, one q u a rt o f m ilk , a h a lf tcaspoon- 
ful o f sa lt, g ra te d rin d o f one lem on ; pare, 
core a n d slice th in o ne q u a rt o f a p p le s, 
add to th e b a tte r an d fry in b o ilin g la rd ' 


P e a c h 
let; C r e a m . — Pare and rub 
some ripe peaches through a fine sieve, 
and to one pint of the pulp add three- 
quarters or a pound of pulverized sugar. 
Stir the m ixture and add a few drops of 
alntond extract, then mix together well 
with one quart of cream, put in your 
freezer and freeze in the usual way. 
The 
cream is improved if it be heated to the 
lolling point and then allowed to get cold 
before freezing. 
How 
to C an G rap es.—Pick grapes 
front stems, taking only the perfect ones, 
and wash and spread t hem on a table on 
which you have previously put a table­ 
cloth. 
Leave until dry. 
W hen dry fill 
the can. Then place on stove to b o il; one 
pound sugar and one cupful of water to 
every quart of grapes. 
W hen boiling (ill 
up the cans with the hot liquid. 
Before 
sealing leave stand about ten minutes and 
fill up again, as they have settled. Be sure 
to have a damp cloth around the bottle 
when filling. 
V\ ill bo fit for use in six 
weeks.

W o o l M a d e M o t h - P r o o f.— From the 
report of the Microscopist of the I>epart- 
ment of A griculture it appears that wool 
may be made perfectly moth-proof by 
treating it with the sulphuric acid of com­ 
merce. The wool may remain in the acid 
several hours without appearing to undergo 
any change, as far as is revealed by the 
microscope. 
H e says; 
“ When treated in 
mass in a bath of sulphuric acid, strength 
60° B., for several minutes, and afterward 
quickly washed in a weak solution of soda, 
and finally in pure witter, and dried, it 
feels rough to the fingers, owing to the 
separation of the scales. 
I have preserved 
a small quantity of wool thus treated for 
the last twelve years, my object lteing to 
ascertain whether the chemical action to 
which it was exposed would im pair its 
strength. 
Wool thus treated seems to pos­ 
sess the property of resisting the ravages 
of the larva; of the moth. 
This specimen, 
although openly exposed for the period 
named, suffered no injury, while the im bri­ 
cations appear to have resumed their 
natural position and appear finer.”

Concerning the recent summary execu­ 
tion, in the State of Leon, of the Mexican 
who murdered his sweetheart in a fit of 
jealousy, a Texas paper says: “ Nothing in 
the history of crime has created such a 
sensation on the border as the legal ( ? ) 
execution of a man who had never been 
tried before any Court, his death-warrant 
having been telegraphed from the judicial 
authorities at Guerrero, who themselves 
had no further knowledge of his crime than 
was contained in the telegraphic corre­ 
spondence.” 
One may reasonably conclude that any­ 
thing in the line of high-handed “justice” 
which can shock our friends of the Texan 
borders—who have ways of tdeir own, 
sometimes, for dealing with horse-tliieves, 
et al., without judge or jury—must indeed 
I» extraordinary. 
But the little affair re­ 
ferred to is nothing uncommon for Mexico. 
We might cite numerous instances within 
our knowledge where death had becu 
meted out as punishment for an alleged 
offense, and the victim, innocent or gttiltv, 
hurried into eternity with no opportunity 
for defense. 
A sim ilar ease is that of those three 
army officers, Colonel Arvizu and Lieuten­ 
ants (hiiterez and Ueveon, who, last spring, 
were hastily tried by Court-martial and 
almost immediately executed, for attem pt­ 
ing to rescue a Mexican prisoner from an 
American officer on the United States side 
of the line. 
Some of the border journals, 
enthusiastically commending the prompt 
action of the Court-martial, asserted that 
their eouutrviuen were “ delighted” with 
this 
* 
EXHIBITION 01* MEXICAN* JUSTICE, 
But 1 doubt if many reputable Americans 
could Ite found to agree with them. 
Col. 
Arvizu was a wliole-soulcd, well-educated 
fellow, in the prime of life, who had l>ecn a 
prominent figure itt political and m ilitary 
circles of Northern Mexico, but was some­ 
what inclined to dissipation. 
The latter 
fault, however, is not entirely unknown in 
the army on either side of the Rio Grande, 
ami if deatli were the universal punish­ 
ment for errors resulting therelroui 1 am 
afraid the roll-call would he considerably 
shortened. 
The Lieutenants were young 
men, and all three left families in desti­ 
tu te circumstances. 
A gentleman who witnessed their exe­ 
cution, which occurred in Guaymas on 
! May tith, tells me that barely tim e enough 
was allowed them to write to their friends 
—certainly none for farewells to their far 
away wives and children. 
At daybreak 
they were marched out of prison and 
placed with tlicir hacks against the old 
j adobe wall, meeting their fate its uncon- 
! e e m e d ly as Mexicans always face death. 
Resolutely refusing to Is* blindfolded, they 
gazed with calmness into the row of rille- 
barrt-ls leveled at their breasts, upon which 
the first rays of the sun were shining—a 
word, a volley and all was over for them. 
But not for others. 
Aside from the three 
mothers, three wives and three broods of 
destitute little ones, and the many rela­ 
tives aud friends of the executed officers, 
these things help to intensify the national 
hatred of Americans, which, heaven knows, 
is hitter enough already, especially in the 
border States. 
Then there was the case of General G ar­ 
cia de la Cadena, a political leader of Zar 
catecas, whom the Government found ex­ 
ceedingly objectionable, because hard to 
deal with when the rights of his nation 
were invaded. 
According to the Mexican 
Constitution, 
you know, the respective 
¡States have a right to chose their own 
Governor, but more frequently the Presi­ 
dent selects and installs one to suit his 
own private schemes, quite regardless of 
the wishes of the people. 
To all such un­ 
constitutional acts of oppression General 
Cadena was in the habit of objecting, and 
many times had iieen concerned in revolu­ 
tions to sustain the rights of th e Zacateca- 
noes. 
B ut he revolted 
ONE TIME TOO MANY, 
And lteing captured by Government troops 
a few months ago, was shot after a hasty 
m ilitary trial. 
Since his taking-off the 
administration has found smooth sailing in 
Zacatecas, and the President foresaw that 
nothing short of a bullet through the heart 
could keep the old hero quiet if the un­ 
constitutional third term project succeeds 
in 1888. 
Cadena was one of the strongest and 
most influential men in his State, brave as 
a lion, and with ample wealth to back his 
undertakings. 
It is stated by his old 
friends 
aud 
neighbors, 
who 
certainly 
ought to know, that no less than twenty- 
eight members of the Cadena family have 
perished by the red hand of assassination, 
and the General’s own demise is considered 
little less, though conducted under the 
guise of m ilitary law, in time of peace. 
I remember a great excitement in Zaca­ 
tecas, nearly five years ago, during my first 
visit there, when an attem pt was made to 
m urder him, as usual, by* unknown parties. 
A t 
that time Cadena’s attitude against 
the Gonzalez 
administration 
was 
ex­ 
tremely belligerent, and consequently his 
life was not worth a farthing. 
He resided 
two or three miles out of the city of Zaca­ 
tecas, and one afternoon, as his carriage 
was coming to town, it was waylaid by 
eight masked men. who sprang up from the 
chaparral and began shooting into the 
coach. 
Fortunately for the General, it 
happened that being slightly indisposed, 
he had remained at home that day, and 
the carriage was occupied only hv his wife, 
daughter and nephew. 
The coachman and 
nephew were instantly killed, one of the 
bullets grazing the daughter’s forehead. 
The horses were then cut loose, and the 
frightened women left to make their way 
home as best they could. 
As this was con­ 
sidered 
merely a political disturbance, 
nothing was done altout it, and no attem pt 
was made to bring t lie jierpetrators to 
justice. 
Concerning the pleasant possibili­ 
ties of this uncertain country many 


BLOOD-CURDLLNO TALES 
Are told of occurrences in the past, which 
might easily tie repeated in the present,, 
were there sufficient incentive. 
I atu 
aware th at to mention these tilings is to 
bring one’s self into deep disfavor, not only 
with the Mexicans, but more particularly 
with certain Americans in business here, 
who endeavor to make it so “ warm” for 
the out-spoken journalist that he or she 
finds it safer to journey northward with 
expedition; but since my informants were 
an American editor in the City of Mexico 
(whose name I will willingly disclose), 
and several Mexicans to the manor born, 
perhaps the recital of one or two of these 
historic hap|»enings may be excused. 
A few years ago a great deal of kidnap­ 
ing was carried on in Mexico, money being 
generally the object. 
Any! tody of wealth 
and influence was liable to be seized in an 
unguarded moment and spirited nw av; 
and seldom, indeed, were the victims even 
heard of again unless their friends “ came 
down” most handsomely. 
The modus o;>- 
erandi, after a mau had lieen secured and 
hidden, was to post notices here and there 
within sight of his 
family—sometimes 
pinned up Kuklux fashion, with a dagger, 
or decorated with skulls and cross-bones— 
stating what sum of money was required to 
be left w ithin a given time at a certain 
sptit, to ransom their relatives, and plainly 
intim ating that non-compliance with the 
demand would meet his aeath-warrant. 
W hen the money was promptly paid the 
kidnaped persons were usually released ac­ 
cording to promise; but in many instances 
a fresh demand has been made, followed by 
another and another, as long as there was 
the slightest prospect of further gain. < >ne 
of the most celebrated cases of this kind 
was th at of 
GENERAL CERVANTES, 
W hich occurred, I believe, in 1874. He w:ts 
a prominent politician, in the prime of 
life, belonging to a family of great wealth 
and influence, and the miscreants whcicap. 


tured him well knew that his people would 
move heaven and earth for his release. 
TV ell, days and weeks went by, and , 
though tbe country was scoured for the j 
missing man, no trace of him was digcov- '' 
ered, or 
likely to L>c so long as a pennv 1 
could be gained by his retention. 
His 
lanttly spent thousands of dollars in the 
vain search, and in repeatedly depositing 
large sums of money for his ransom, as in­ 
dicated by mysterious placards, until they 
were completely impoverished; and then, 
moved by the tears of his distracted young 
wife and the prayers of his aged mother, 
the Government offered a considerable 
amount for liis restoration. 
But still no 
Cervantes appeared. 
—- 
A t last, by the merest accident, he was 
discovered in the heart of the populous 
city, and within a stone’s throw of his own 
dwelling, under the floor of a deserted 
house, laid flat upon iti- back in a place 
barely wide enough to hold him, gagged, 
bound hand and foot, and several well- 
sharpened daggers thrust w ithin a hair’s 
breadth of liis body, so that if lie stirred 
they would pierce him. 
H aving remained 
long in this terrible condition he was barely 
alive when found, and it was only after 
weeks of careful nursing, during which 
time lie lay speechless, and liis life hung 
by a thread, that he was able to tell of his 
adventures; and, meantime, of course, the 
miscre&its had ample opportunity to es­ 
cape. 
It seems that, late one evening, he was 
Standing in his own door, when suddenly a 
scrape was thrown over liis head by some 
unknown jiersons, and drawn so tightly as 
to prevent any outcry ; then he was hustled 
into a carriage and driven rapidly a verv 
long distance, as he supposed. 
Doubtless 
the rapid drive, returning to nearly the 
same point from whence they started, was 
intended fo ra “ blind,” an d h c never mis­ 
trusted himself so near home. 
The faces 
of his captors lie never saw, for they were 
closely masked, and visited him only at 
night by the dim light of lanterns. 


HAVING GAGGED AND BOUND HIM, 
They first talked of taking down a portion 
of the wall and bricking him up, leaving a 
loose place where a brick or two could he 
removed when it was necessary to feed 
h im ; hut, fortunately for him, they de­ 
cided upon the floor as less troublesome to 
th e m se lv e s. 
Tearing up a plank and laying hint un­ 
der it, he was found to he too corpulent, 
despite all their crowding, to allow the 
board to fit in place again, so a little eartii 
was scratched away to accommodate him 
with a living sepulcher. 
A few small 
holes, bored above liis face, adm itted .suffi­ 
cient air to keep him in existence, and 
there he remained for weeks helpless, 
voiceless, entombed alive within sight and 
sound of home, while his friends were ran­ 
sacking th 2 world for h im ! 
Every night his captors came, removed 
the plank and hauled him up, and with 
the point of a dagger at his throat removed 
the gag and gave hint food, atul then 
walked him up and down the room awhile 
for exercise. 
By aud by lie grew so weak 
as to he incapable of outcry, or resistance, 
and then his keepers forced stimulants 
dovvii his throat and dragged him about 
for needed exercise, desiring to keep the 
breath of life in liiin as long as monev 
might be forthcoming. 
Finally, believing 
him about dead and th at all resources for 
profit were exhausted, they added mental 
torture to the misery of his last hours by 
assuring hint that his friends hail refused 
to pay anything for his ransom, and crowd­ 
ing him under the plank again. 
They 
left him to die at leisure. 
It happened th at very night that a 
heavy storm came up, and a lieggar en­ 
tered the deserted dwelling for shelter, 
by chance seating himself ttjH.n the board 
under which Cervantes lay. 
H earing a 
faint moaning, 
apparently 
proceeding 
from the lower regions, the fellow was 
frightened nearly to death, believing that 
it came front some unjust ghost, or soul 
tormented in purgatory; and with teeth 
chattering in his head he ran straightway 
to tiie nearest priest. 
Strangely enough, 
in this lazy country, where superstitious 
fancies are of common occurrence, search 
was instituted, and what remained of poor 
Cervantes was rescued—not an hour too 
soon. 
A few months later 


A RICH OLD MAN DISAPPEARED 
In much the same manner. 
Searelt was 
instituted and diligently kept up for a 
long time, but not the slightest trace of 
him was found. 
The usual placards, de­ 
manding money for his ransom, were posted 
again and again, sometimes accompanied 
by the most piteous ap¡ieals purporting to 
come from the victim himself; hut though 
the family were anxious to give any 
amount for his release, they were not per­ 
m itted to do so, the Government having de­ 
termined to put a stop to the kidnaping 
business, which could only be done by de­ 
stroying the incentive. 
Long afterwards, 
through the confession of a dying ranchero 
to the priest, the fate of the old man was 
disclosed. 
For several mouths his ab­ 
ductors find kept him gagged and bound, 
hidden in a deep, dry well. 
Every night 
thev hauled him up, fed him enough to 
sustain life, and tortured him in every dia­ 
bolical manner they could conceive w ith­ 
out making an end of him, in order to 
make him devise some means by which 
they could wring money from his friends. 
As time wore on and no money came, 
their fiendish rage knew no bounds, and 
they delighted in tormenting him to the 
utmost lim it of human endurance. 
They 
burned liis flesh with heated irons, tore the 
nails from liis fingers and toes, dug out his 
eyes, pulled his tongue with pinchers, and 
finally tortured hint to death. 
The dying 
ranchero’» storv was snb- 
staiitiated by searching the spot indicated 
—in a vacant field near the Viga canal, a 
few miles from the city of Mexico ; and in 
the bottom of the long-disused and forgot­ 
ten well was found the poor old skeleton.

Cleveland does not object to Democratic 
Federal officials taking a hand in politics. 
The New York Socialists have started a so­ 
ciety in opposition to that o!

THE CONSTITUTION'S CENTENNIAL. 
it is gratifying to learn that the out­ 
look for the proper observance of the 
< Constitutional Centennial is good, and 
that this anniversary will be honored to 
it- merit. In December, 1886, the Con­ 
stitutional Centennial C ommission was or­ 
ganized at Philadelphia by Commissioners 
appointed by the States and Territories, 
ior the purpose of providing for the cele­ 
bration of the centennial anniversary of 
the framing and promulgation of the Fed­ 
eral Constitution. 
It has been arranged that there shall be 
an oration and poem in commemoration of 
the signing of the charter of the Union. 
There is also to l>e a military display, in 
which the Government will have every 
branch of its military and naval service, 
represented, and every State and Territory 
has l«eeii invited to lie represented by its 
military service. Títere is to be an in­ 
dustrial processional display. Invitations 
will he sent to all Governors, Supreme 
Judges, and legislatures of States and 
Territories, to tiie President and the 
Cabinet, to all representatives of foreign 
Governments in the Cnited States, and to 
all civic associations in the Union. There 
is to he created a suitable memorial in 
Philadelphia commemorative of the sign­ 
ing. 
From the programme mapped out bv 
the Convention appointed by Governors, 
and which assembled in Philadelphia as 
stated in 1886, we learn of these features 
of the celebration which is to he held in 
Philadelphia on the 17tli of next month. 
It will 1* an occasion of the first moment, 
hut connected with it Californians will ex­ 
perience one regret, that their State will 
not he properly represented, if at all. No 
suitable provision has l>een made, and 
neither civic nor military body, executive, 
judicial or legislative representation will 
be in attendance from this State. 
The first celebration in honor of both 
the '■ ' ation of Independence and the 
establishment of the Constitution, was held 
in July, 1788, at Philadelphia, and it was 
one of the most marked and impressive 
ceremonials in the history of the nation 
The procession was composed of thirty- 
three divisions, and more than a third of 
them were dramatically symbolic of events 
in the history of the country. Of course 
the celebration of next month must surpass 
that of 1788, of which Francis Hopkinson 
wrote: “ It was an exhibition which for 
novelty, splendor and decorum jnstlv mer­ 
ited universal admiration and applause.” 
To this latest—and to our discredit he it 
said, only the second observance of an an- 
niversarv of the laying of the foundations 
of the governmental system of the Re­ 
public—Pennsylvania has appropriated 
$75,0(H): citizens of Philadelphia, 8:10,000; 
Connecticut, $18,000; Rhode Island, 82,500; 
Delaware, 82,000: Massachusetts, 840,000. 
The sum will warrant not so large a dis­ 
play as the imjiortance of the event de­ 
mands, but with the troops from many 
States, and the civic and industrial, and 
the naval and United Stales military dis­ 
play, and the eSorts by the citizens of 
Philadelphia, we may expect a celebration 
of which we will not he ashamed, though 
we are justified in the regret that greater 
interest has not lieen taken in the matter 
by all t> e States, for unfortunately some 
have l iken no action whatever, and Cali­ 
fornia is of that number. 
THE BAHILLAS SIDE OF THE GUATE­ 
MALAN SITUATION. 
The Consul-General of the Republic of 
Guatemala has furnished to the North 
American press some amplified notes in 
regard to the new change in Government 
there “from retrograde to liberalism.” Mr. 
Baiz earnestly ask- a hearing before the 
public. He sets forth that since the death 
of General Barrios the Moderate Liberals 
have experimented with the Government 
to its ereat injury, and have proved to lie 
mere demolishers of the work done by the 
revolution of 1871. 
Putting aside all 
question of the dictatorial harshness of 
Rufino Barrios, such progress as the repub­ 
lic has made is credited wholly to his ad­ 
ministration. 
To break down all he 
achieved it is charged was the aim of the 
Moderate Liberals. They opposed ad­ 
vanced methods of public instruction, at­ 
tacked railroad enterprises, and for quick 
traiir-portation by ears desired to substitute 
the vehicles drawn hv oxen; immigration 
met with their hostility, though no coun- 
/ stands in greater heed of an infusion of 
new blood. General Barillas, says Consul 
Baiz, represents the progressiveness of 
Barrios, but lie was induced by the Mod­ 
erate Liberals to believe that there were 
no parties in Guatemala, and should lie 
none, because the Moderates had absorbed 
all parties. Barillas, desiring to effect 
conciliation, consented to the experiments 
of the Moderate», suppressed centers of in­ 
struction, opposed railway enterprises 
acted financially upon the theory that 


a Dictatorship and convened a 
Congress to meet October 1st to amend the 
Constitution conformably with progressive 
idea-. Mr. Baiz says' 
A cry of general approbation throughout the 
Republic was the result of the change of minis­ 
try. tries proving that m Guatemala the ad­ 
vanced ideas are in the majority. The new 
cabinet has commenced its task by imparting 
life to the public credit, with intent to pay 
honestly, and to settle in an honorable manner 
-ome claims against the treasury which are still , 
pending for concessions and contracts, and ¡ 
which it was the intention of the Liberal Moder­ 
ates to ignore altogether as one of the most 
eflectivc means of "economizing payments." 
The opponents of the General have ap­ 
pealed to Mexico to interfere, and take 
part in regulating the internal affairs of 
the country. The Mexican Minister re­ 
official relations 
sponded by suspendin; 
with the Barillas Government, hut Gen­ 
eral Diaz telegraphed to General Barillas 
that “ Mexico will respect the form of 
government that the people of Guatemala 
may adopt.” The legations of • iermanv 
France, Italy, Spain and the I nited States 
did not follow the course of the Mexican 
Minister, but remained quiescent, and as 
Consul Biaz puts it: 
In the same good harmony, as is customary in 
such cases when strong and powerful reasons do 
not «xist to justify a contrary proceeding. Mean- 
w liile, the new- dieta'orship has not decreed any 
banishment or imprisonment, as those decreed 
by advice of the Cabinets Ramirez in 18S3. and 
Cruz in 1880; and leaving the judicial jam er iu 
the full enjoyment of its independence, it uses 
disc retional power only to expedite the progress 
of the administration, protecting privatej>rop- 
ertv. encouraging enterprise, re-establishing 
schools suppressed by conservatism, creating 
new centers of instruction, and appropriating 
the public tre.sury duly and justly. With the 
convention of October 1st the present abom- 
a'ole state of the Retmblic shall cease. Consid­ 
ering it to lie a matter of grave importance for 
the future of <.uatemala to promote the devel­ 
opment ot its commercial intercourse with the 
hoith American people, General Barillas has re­ 
established ihe legation at Washington, with in­ 
structions to work inthat direction ; and every­ 
thing leads to expect that progress shall be 
again in that country the only inspirator of the 
acts of the Government under the influence of 
the party who achieved the great revolution of 
1S7I.So much having been given Mr. Baiz in 
defense of Barrillas, it remains to lie noted 
that while it may he hoped the Consul’s 
expectations will be realized, the criticism 
cannot he avoided that Barrillas has shown 
himself to Ik- possessed of a vacillating and 
a dangerous spirit. It is admitted that lie 
had not far-sightedness enough to see that 
the claim of the “ retrogrades" that party 
lines had liee’n obliterated wa- wholly un­ 
founded ; it is admitted that with his eyes 
ojien he fell into the tra¡> the priests set 
for him ; that he never discovered the 
course of the current of his action until the 
jilotters began to -trij> him of authority 
and to manacle free speech and put irons 
Ujion the limbs of liberty. When the State 
was at the mercy of the clericals, he ap­ 
pears for the first time to have seen what 
everyone else had long realized. Not till 
then did he tumble the jilotters from pow­ 
er, hut along with them sent the Constitu­ 
tion to grass, while lie developed as 
“ dictator,” with the laws under his heel. 
It is the Government of General Barrillas 
now, not of the petijde. 
If, in October, 
when the Constitution is righted and set 
up once more, General Barrillas accepts it, 
all may Is- well. But judging by the ease 
with which he was once hoodwinked, and 
the spasmodic suddenness with which he 
turned and established one-man power, 
what guarantee can he given that lie may 
not prove a thorn in the side of real re­ 
publican ¿l-titiitions, an upsettcr of the 
new Government if perchance it does not 
please him ? 
MR. CLEVELAND’S PREDICAMENT. 
Mr. Cleveland has now received the in­ 
dorsement of four Democratic State Con­ 
ventions, and is about to begin Ids “ swing­ 
ing around the circle.” He may thus he 
considered squarely in the field for a second 
term. What, then, is the facing of the 
party at his back ? He was eletted upon 
pledges and a platform to promote civil 
service reform. But in fact, the most he 
has done is to confine it in practice to the 
members oi the Democratic party; he has 
literally chained it to the party chariot 
wheels by submitting to party «lamor for 
the sjHiils. The Maryland Democracy in 
Convention indorse him in oi* breath, 
and in the next declare for the ujioils sys­ 
tem in all its original repulsiveness. The 
Democratic Conventions of Kentucky, 
Ohio and Virginia indorse Mr. <3eveland, 
hut open not their mouths iu platform 
declarations concerning the civil service. 
But in the sessions of those lxidies the 
reform was, from the rostrum and from the 
floor, roundly denounced and the Conven­ 
tions cheered the speakers. 
Probably 
none of the Conventions of the party will 
hereafter refer to the subject. The De­ 
mocracy took up the “ reform” as a con­ 
venient vehicle upon which to ride into 
power. That accomplished, it has no 
further use for it. But in what a predica­ 
ment does this jdace Mr. Cleveland.

If he does, 
the American people will know how to 
give him his due. If lie attempts to evade 
the issue by silence, lie will prove cowardly. 
Certainly his party will declare for the re­ 
form, its liypoerasfr is too apparent to make 
that experiment a safe one now. But if 
Mr. Cleveland does not rebuke his party 
in this matter, how can he evade the 
charge of insincerity ? And even if he 
does, what hope can he entertain of the 
support of friends of civil service reform- 
while he does battle in the front rank of 
the party of sjioils and plunder ?

Last week a canal convention met in the 
State of New York and was presided over 
by a grandson of I)e W itt Clinton. The 
press noted the fitness of his presence as 
President of a body met to consider and 
conserve the great public work founded 
and finished by his illustrious relative. 
The incident serves to illustrate the tardi­ 
ness of appreciation in this country. 
The Erie canal, built by De W itt Clin­ 
ton as Commissioner of the State, pre­ 
ceded the improvement in transportation 
by railways, and iu its day was followed by 
all of the effects to which we have grown 
accustomed as the sequence of railway con­ 
struction. It made New York city the 
center of commerce for the Atlantic coast, 
and as the draft and hill of exchange fol­ 
low the bill of lading, made it also the 
financial center of the continent. Mr. 
Clinton was the inspiring genius of that 
work. Having failed to secure its adop­ 
tion by Congress, which coldlv withheld 
assistance, he raised the State and local 
subsidies, which dug “Clinton’s ditch.” 
When the work was finished, and the 
waters of Lake Erie were wedded to those 
of the Atlantic Ocean, he rode on a gilded 
barge from lake to sea, while the popular 
applause thundered ceaselessly around 
him. 
But within a year after, the Legislature 
of New York, wherein his rejiutation had 
been whispered away, deposed him from 
his office of Canal Commissioner, and he 
was charged with dishonest diversion of 
canal sulisidies and with every form of 
corruption possible to a public man. His 
after life was embittered by these suspi­ 
cions, and his good name was tarnished by 
virulent tattle generated in jealousies in­ 
spired by his success. But when he was 
dead the State mourned, and his family 
has enjoved a sort of unwritten patent of 
nobility. 
Beginning with Clinton, who was the 
forerunner of all our great systems of in­ 
land transportation, without which inte­ 
rior commerce would have been impossi­ 
ble, and this continent would have been 
now in the condition of Central Asia, all 
the great constructors have been served 
with the same virulence. From Dean 
Richmond to Leland Stanford they have 


been ¡rilloried and pointed out as a specta­ 
cle to their generation. 
The charges 
which smirched Clinton have never been 
at rest. As fa-t a» they evaporated from 
the reputation of one they have been re­ 
precipitated ujion that of another. They 
were used in polities against Tilden with 
such efleet as to poison his countrymen 
against him, and for aught we can foresee 
will continue to Ik- the weajion of warfare 
in the hands of self-seekers in the future. 
It is not remarkable that Congress lias 
been selected as a proper authority to 
apply the lash to the men who built the 
Central Pacific Railway. That road served 
California and ¡San Francisco to the same 
great purpose as the Erie Canal did New 
York. But the tales told by French and 
Redington were found useful motives for 
stock-jobbing legislation, which drew the 
sujjport of many honest men to whom its 
jitirpose was not apparent. One of the»e 
informers had quit the service of the Gov­ 
ernment forTliat of this corporation, upon 
which lie finally turned, and the other had 
la-en dismissed from the office of the Rail­ 
way Commissioner for leaking official con­ 
fidences and selling the drip to stock gam­ 
blers. 11 either of these men had stood 
alone, lie would have been incredible, hut 
one envied the notoriety of the other, and 
they hunted in couple. 
There was a time in the evolution of the 
institutions of England, when the road to 
notoriety was paved with jierjurv against 
Catholics. Titus Oates liad been a Cath­ 
olic and a Jesuit, but leaped into the seat 
of a petted public favorite by betrayal of 
his Church and his Order. He did not 
long monopolize that notoriety, which, 
Macaulay says, “ has for low and had 
minds all the attractions of glory,” for soon 
Carstairs and Bedloe were competing with 
him licfore Parliament with tales of Pojfisli 
plots, and the English Legislature was 
greatly moved by sjiiritual politics. 
' 
In this country our Legislatures—from 
the time that of New York disgraced De 
Witt Clinton down to the last cinch hill 
promoted at Sacramento—in the name of 
the public welfare, have pursued the same 
unreasoning course in regard to vast mate­ 
rial 
enterprises, and as long as the 
Frenches and Redingtons hold out, Oates 
and Carstairs, Bedloe and the jierjurers 
who burrowed in the sponging houses of 
London will have a perpetual succession 
among men. 
Plain speaking is a not unpleasant neces­ 
sity of the situation. Since the Congres­ 
sional Commission of Investigation began 
its inquiry into Central Pacific afikirs we 
fail to note an exception to the condemna­ 
tion denounced by the Eastern press upon 
the constructors and owners of that prnji- 
erty. Many causes conspire and many 
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connecting line to Oregon, Washington, 
British Columbia, Idaho, Montana, Dakota, 
Minnesota, Wisconsin, Northern Iowa and 
Northern Illinois. These up-country pro­ 
ducers will then Ik- one day nearer to these 
great markets than are the producers of 
the middle of the State. 
Their fruit will 
he less time on the road, and will arrive 
there iu better condition. 
The demands 
from that vast region will take all the 
products of the gardens,orchards and vine­ 
yards of the upper Sacramento. This fact 
; alone should attract settlers and stimulate 
orchard and vineyard planting. 
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circumstances focus to produce a hostile 
demonstration that is almost appalling. 
The President of the Central Pacific, like 
DeWitt Clinton, is a Senator of the United 
States, and, as in Clinton’s case, his parti­ 
sans have connected his name with the 
Presidential nomination. 
Wc <1 i flor from him in politics and in 
many things, hut this does not abate our 
interest in California ownership of Cali­ 
fornia roads, for this is one of the few 
States whose transmutation systems are 
owned by their own citizens. To Eastern 
jealousy of such ownership may lie as- 
scribed in part that unbroken and embat­ 
tled front presented by the press of that 
section. But that is not all. The Blaine 
press, led by the Chicago Ti-ibune, and the 
Sherman forces, under the oriflamme of 
Murat Halstead, have forgotten their 
mutual animosities in a common antagon­ 
ism against the Pacific coast Republican 
big enough to be mentioned for the Presi­ 
dency. The Democratic press of course 
see» its tactical advantage and improves it 
instinctively, so one looks in vain for East­ 
ern deprecation of any means, no matter 
how wide of constitutional authority, which 
Congress may adopt to harass the Cali­ 
fornia Senator, politician and railway 
President. 
The habit of pursuing, by hue and cry, 
the promoters of great public works and 
enterprises impossible to private means, 
and hence of necessity undertaken by cor­ 
porations, began in New York seventy 
veaisngo, and has crossed the continent 
like a moral cholera, respecting no quaran­ 
tine. If, like a physical pestilence, it were 
self-limiting, it might he. left alone, hut it 
is not self-limiting.' A British Parliament 
pensioned Titus Oates after the wretch had 
confessed jierjuries which sent priests and 
laymen, hooded nuns and maids of noble 
blood to the headsman, anil we may not 
expect that an American Congress will re­ 
sist a distemper equally violent. 
In one respect tne raid upon the mater­ 
ialities of this country differs from that 
upon the spiritualties of the Catholic 
Church. The Courts of England were as 
diseased as the Parliaments. Here, under 
our written Constitution the Courts are 
not compelled into collusion with a co-or­ 
dinate branch of the Government which 
is controllable by clamor. 
The President, who has already been as­ 
sailed for doing his duty, has no choice hut 
to execute the laws as he finds them, and 
this lie has done with fidelity. The Fed­ 
eral Courts are not at the beck and bidding 
ol' Congress. Oates, Carstairs and Bedoe 
may coerce the Legislature, hut they can 
not impress the Bench. 
To this judicial independence, we owe 
the decision of the Federal Court announc­ 
ed in this city yesterday. It is a decision 
that will lie presently antagonized. But 
as it la-ars the authority of Justice Field, 
destined to go into history amongst the 
foreinost jurists of this foremost age, it can 
he left safely to the judgment of Time. 
Its spirit is that Congress cannot by com­ 
mission or committee carry on a judicial 
proceeding, nor can it take the Courts into 
partnership. The pretense that it can, and 
can receive hearsay and other forms of 
evidence not recognized by law. is intolera­ 
ble . The Commission whose conception 
of its authority has caused this re-declara­ 
tion of the common rights of man, de­ 
clared that it would accept and demand 
any kind of testimony whether within or 
without the rules of evidence so long and 
so carefully huilded for the protection of 
rights and the security of justice. Not 
this claim alone, but many constitutional 
considerations which no Court can over­ 
look, joined to make necessary a decision 
defining the limit of Congressional au­ 
thority. 
The Act creating the Commission refers 
it to the Courts for enforcement of i s 
claimed jurisdiction over persons and 
papers. But that jurisdiction claims rights 
of inquisition by methods denied to the 
Courts themselves, and which reverse the 
judicial growth of two centuries, and were 
not intended to be deposited with any 
branch of a republican form of govern­ 
ment. 
It is idle to expect that the Courts will 
support jurisdictional usurpation by other 
branches of the Government. True, rail­ 
road men are unpopular, and there would 
be a present indorsement of any violation 
of law by which they might lie made to 
smart. But the philosophy of history 
teaches that every law which now protects 
life, liberty and projierty had its radix in 
reaction from persecution of the unpopu-

WILLOWS WAREHOUSE ASSOITATfON

Sev­ 
eral orange trees on a ranch near the head 
of the valley have borne good crops.

B utte county was represented by two of 
her Supervisors, her T ax Collector and 
Judge O. C. P ratt.

but very little of it in his county. As near 
as he could, he assessed lands at 75 per 
cent, of th eir cash value. 
T he land in the 
neighborhood of Vacaville he assessed at 
$200 an acre. Som e of this land is now 
selling at from $400 to $000 per acre, and 
next year will be assessed higher. Bearing 
orchards and vineyards were assessed $275 
per acre, th at is, $200 for the land and $75 
for the im provem ent. 
A large portion of 
th e county was salt m arsh and untillable 
hills. T he county, in the estim ation of the 
Assessor and .Supervisors, 
was assessed 
high enough, and as they left one of them 
said to a m em ber of the Board of E qualiza­ 
tion : “ W hatever you do, please keep your 
fins off o f Solano.” 
Suiter county was next called, and the 
Assessor and C hairm an of the Board of 
Supervisors responded. T his county fell 
$131,000 short of last year's assessment, 
and the Assessor was asked to explain why 
Sutter was going back w hile other counties 
were advancing. 
H is reply was that the 
real estate and im provem ents were as high 
as the assessm ent of the form er year, but 
the “ drop oil ” was in personal property, 
w heat and solvent credits. 
It was ascer­ 
tained, how ever, that he assessed stock cat­ 
tle at an average of $11 per head, w hile the 
assessm ent of the other counties ranged 
from $12 50 to $20. T he Assessor claimed, 
however, th at he graded cattle differently 
from some, and in stock cattle only in­ 
cluded yearlings and inferior grades. T he 
entire m erchandise of the county is put 
down at $29,340. 
H e claim ed that this was 
at least 75 per cent, of the entire stock of 
goods can ied in the m ercantile establish­ 
m ents of th e county, they, in every in ­ 
stance, being only country stores. T he or­ 
chards and vineyards of the county are lew 
in num ber. T he land is assessed at about 
$40. and the young vines and orchards a3 
follows : 
F irst year set out, $8; yearlings, 
$12; tw o years old, $16; three years old, $24; 
four years old. $30; five years old, $40; six 
years old and thereafter, as long as in their 
prim e, $50. 
H e estim ated the extent of the 
bearing orchards and vineyards in the 
county at 1,800. T he best orchard and 
vineyard land in the county he assessed at 
$65 per acre. 
H e was satisfied this was 
a little low, and it w ould be elevated 
n ex t 
year. 
H e 
m ade this valuation 
after a consultation w ith the Board of 
Supervisors, and gave his reasons therefor. 
It was in Levee D istrict No. 1, w here 40,­ 
000 acres of land had been reclaim ed at an 
expense of over $800,000, and th at there 
was at this tim e a bonded debt hanging 
over the district of $245,000. T he levee 
tax tliia year, outside of the State and 
county tax, will he $1 50. T he people in 
th at district have been long sufferers from 
floods, and have been im poverished w ith 
taxation. T heir tax four years ago w a s: 
State an d county, $ 1 5 0 : special school 
tax, 25 cents; levee tax, $7. Total, $8 75. 
On top of this, rem arked the Assessor, we 
are paying $1,000 a m onth into the an ti­ 
debris light to save our rivers, w hich is a 
■direct benefit to the com m erce of the Stale, 
and for w hich due allow ance ought to be 
m ade. 
If our levees give way this w inter, 
all the land you will be able to see from 
th e Court-house spire in Y uba City will be 
a narrow strip along the levee, and the 
B uttes in the distance. 
T here are m any 
other levee districts in the county—at least 
250,000 acres—all subject to overflow when 
floods like those of ’62 or ’8l come along, 
and all subject to heavy levee tax. 
W hile 
this land inside the levee is assessed low, 
th at rem aining 
in 
the 
tules—w hich is 
two-fifths of the county— is assessed for 
$2 50 an acre, w hile it is not w orth $1 50. 
T he reason tiiey don’t have a boom in Sut­ 
ter county, th e Assessor said, was th at the 
leeves were so high that a stranger could 
not get over them . 
“ W hat’s the m atter w ith Y olo?” said 
C hairm an W ilcoxson when the Assessor of 
th at county arose to defend the values he 
had placed upon property. 
“ We th in k we 
are assessed high enough,” was the reply, 
“ th at is high enough on the 1st of M arch 
last. 
If you take in the big boom we have 
got now, then there is quite a difference." 
“ Yolo is a rich county, and we cannot u n ­ 
derstand your valuations,” was rem arked 
by a m em ber of the Board, who read a 
num ber of appraisem ents of estates and 
then the value placed upon the sam e prop­ 
erty by th e Assessor, show ing th at the As­ 
sessor had been “ m arking dow n" instead 
of “boom ing.” 
Mr. Gaffey asked w hat 
was the cause of the decrease in the stock of 
wines and brandies. One of the Supervisors 
tailed Mr.J Gaffey’s attention to the fact 
that they had an election last fall, and 
Yolo was classed as Democratic. 
T his 
seemed to be a sufficient explanation, as 
the m atter was dropped. 
W hen asked 
how it was th at so little coin was assessed, 
he replied th at all th e w ealthy citizens of 
Yolo had greenbacks at noon on the first 
M onday in M arcti. 
Tlie best w ine and 
fruit lands were assessed at from $100 to 
$200 an acre, and the trees and vines, in 
accordance to age and bearing, from $10 to 
$50 per acre. 
T he fruit orchards and im ­ 
provem ents near Davisville were assessed 
at $175 per acre. T he chief industry of the 
county was w heat-producing. 
T h e second 
industry was fruit-culture.

T he Philosophy of th e K erosene Lam p. 
The question is often asked: 
“ Whence 
comes the unpleasant smell from the use of 
the kerosene lamp ? 
A contemporary an­ 
swers the question as follows : 
W ith the 
best oil th at is made you can produce a ga­ 
in your house that will make the atmos­ 
phere as disagreeable as it is unhealthy. 
In all lamps, where proper and complete 
combustion i- maintained, there is no per­ 
ceptible odor from any quality of oil sold 
in the m arket. 
But the trouble is, when 
people want to leave a house or a room for 
a time and keep a light burning, they turn 
down the wick. 
This is done for economv 
in most instances, but there is not only 110 
economy in it, as I shall show you, hut 
there is also a danger to health and life. 
Now, when you light a lamp, there is at 
first a time when the ilnnie will not burn 
high without smoking, hut 
after 
the 
lamp and chimney are properly heated, 
and a lull supply of oil is established 
through the capillaries of the wick, a 
strong llame can lie maintained. 
Now if, 
with this supply established, we turn 
down the wick, owing to its decrease of 
burning surtnct;, the supply of oil eontiii- 
ues in tin* same ratio, what is not con­ 
sumed in the flame being volatilized into 
gas, which is carried out with the ordinary 
products ol combustion into the air of the 
room, vitiating it and making it very un­ 
healthy to breathe. 
Now here, in my 
opinion, is the basis of lamp explosions, 
and if the proper proportion of atmos­ 
pheric air gets into a chimney, or is blown 
into it, an explosion is sure to result. In 
my opinion, most of the explosions of 
lamivs, so-called, occur by explosions in the 
chimney. 
A lamp should never be turned 
down. 
It can he easily extinguished by 
blowing across the top' of the chimnev, 
and a very little practice will show that 
this is the easiest and the best way. 
After 
blowing out, the wick should be turned 
down inside the tube to prevent the oil 
flowing over. 
A close attention to the 
methods I have indicated, will, I am sure, 
prevent most, if not all, accidents from ex­ 
plosion of kerosene oil, and save manv 
lives, as well as many thousands of dollars’ 
worth of property every year. 


A bout Dye Stufls. 
1‘rofcssor Watson Smith, of O wc-ils Col­ 
lege, Manchester, England, says of dyes: 
" hornierlv they used to rely principally 
upon vegetable dyes of anim al origin. The 
vegetable or wood dyes, however, had to a 
large extent disappeared, and there were 
not many of these with which they needed 
to trouble their minds, because thev had 
been replaced, and would be still further 
replaced by other materials. 
There were 
really only two of these vegetable dyes re­ 
m aining—indigo and logwood—all other 
wood dyes having been already more or 
less replaced by coal-tar dyes. 
Lac dve 
had been entirely displaced, and the con­ 
sumption ol cochineal liad been reduced to 
probably le-- than 200 tons per year.

great deal has been said against coal-tar 
dyes. They were told that these dyes were 
fugitive and poisonous, and that there 
could not be produced from them as tine a 
shade .is was obtained from the vegetable 
dyes.

colors 
was 
true, ono would 
naturally 
be led to suppose 
that 
the consump­ 
tion of them 
would 
decrease.

Trade last year was had all over the world 
—they hoped that this year it might be 
W tter—yet this increase of consumption 
had taken place, quite exclusively, he 
should say, in compound 
colors.

colors, and the increase of consumption 
had taken place in judiciously blending 
these colors with themselves or witli veg­ 
etable dyes.

THE USE OF HYDROCYANIC ACID 


TO EXTERMINATE THEM. 


A F u r t h e r R ep o rt o f t h e E x p e r im e n ts 
M a d e in t h is L in e at t h e 
S ta te U n iv ersity . 


[Note.—As stated in a previous University 
bulletin (No. 71, June 12.18S7), a special investi­ 
gation was undertaken by tbi« nation at the re­ 
quest of orange-growere of Sau Uabriel, Los 
Angeles county, to determine the practicahilii y 
and efficiency of gaseous iusei** ijides. The re­ 
sults obtained were so satisfactory that the 
oramse-growers who bore the extra expenses of 
the tirst experiments nrecd the advantages of 
continuing the work, and the Board of Super­ 
visor? made an appropriation to cover expenses, 
the work to be done under the auspices of the 
County Horticultural Commissioners. For this 
reason the following description of later experi­ 
menta, and their results, takes the form of a 
report to the local authorities of Los Angeles 
comity]: 
To the Board of Horticultural Commission­ 
ers'of Ims Angelen County—G e n tle m e n : I 
herewith transmit a prelim inary report of 
investigations, carried on at your request, 
relating to the use of gas as an insecticide 
against the cottony cushion scale insect 
(Icerya ;mrchasi). 
The work was a contin­ 
uation of that carried on some time ago, 
and consists m ainly in devising means for 
the easier application of the gas, which was 
found by the earlier experiment to l>e the 
most efficient. 
In resuming tiic work, to carry out the 
general principles of application as set 
forth in the last report, it was found neces­ 
sary to vary considerably the form of appa­ 
ratus and prelim inary preparation of ma­ 
terials, for the jniiqiose of increasing the 
rapidity and certainty of application. 
A 
fan-blower, capable of carrying a heavy 
volume of wind, replaced the pump pre­ 
viously used, and this necessitated a change 
in the form of the generator. 
Many experiments were made to de­ 
termine the most convenient methods for 
using the chemicals. 
The old way of m ix­ 
ing the soda and cyanide in the generator 
was found to he too slow and uncertain to 
be practicable. Often a heavy crystalline 
coating formed around the m ixture and 
prevented complete action when the acid 
was added ; again, when the two salts were 
not mixed, the usefulness of the carbonate 
as a protection to the foliage was often 
lessened. 
In order to avoid this difficulty, 
it liecamc necessary to reverse the order of 
application and inject slowly the «alt m ix­ 
ture upon the acid, as given in the direc­ 
tions below. 
An attem pt was made to use each ingre­ 
dient separately, the soda being in a solid 
form, hut the same difficulties of uncer­ 
tainty ami slowness were experienced. 
The generator, in general terms, consists 
of a sheet-iron cylinder, or tank, held be­ 
tween two pieces of plank, one of which 
forms the (over, and the other a movable 
base which is carried up and down by an 
eccentric placed beneath. The cover liolds 
two receivers (one for the acid and one for 
the cyanide and soda) and two tubes open­ 
ing into the exit pipe which passes over 
the generator from the blower. 
A heavy 
volume of air, carrying witli it the gas, is 
forced by the blower into the tent through 
a oA-incli pipe, and after diffusing Ls again 
carried back by a similar pipe to the 
blower, thus establishing a continuous cir­ 
culation and stirring tip the gas during the 
treatm ent. 
In the pipes leading to and from the 
tent and two joints—one at the elbow clo-e 
to the generator, used as a disconnecting 
joint when the apparatus is moved; the 
other, about three feet from this point, is 
used as the disconnecting joint when two 
tents are worked with the same generator, 
and becomes only a flexible joint when one 
tent is used; the former in this case lie- 
eomes the disconnecting joint. 
The open­ 
ing of the injecting pipe’ is covered with a 
perforated cap, which distributes the gas 
when pumped into the tent. 
The tent for covering the tree is made 
of heavy bed-ticking, thoroughly oiled 
with linseed oil. 
This cloth serves the 
purpose best, as it is very closely woven, is 
pliable and easily folded. 
Practice has 
shown that much la W and time can be 
saved, and less injury done to the tree, by 
having a tent which pa^es easily over the 
tree, with d o th enough to make a close 
connection at the bottom with the earth. 
The cloth i« folded out at the bottom 
rather than folded in, as in theolder treat­ 
ment. and its margin covered w ith dirt, 
thus increasing the area of soil treated 
without materially increasing the volume 
w ithin which Ls to be filled with gas. 
T he tent should bo made somewhat bell­ 
shaped, having a “flange” at the bottom of 
sufficient size to move outside of the main 
tent at all times, and should fold over like 
a glove when the tent is removed. 
It 
should also 1h* large, so that the points of 
attachm ent of the side guy ropes may be 
drawn close to the pulleys in the corner of 
the fram e; thus, when wide-spreading 
trees are to be treated, the tent can easily 
he drawn over any branches included with­ 
in the frame. 
“ The support of the tent, devised by 
Mr. Titus, i« a very ingeniously contrived 
scaffolding mounted on wheels, which serve 
to move it from one tree to another. 
Its 
dimensions are 20 feet high, witli a base 
20x20 feet. 
Its upper part is 20x12, and 
carries upon the top a roller made of gal­ 
vanized iron, 6 inches in diameter and 12 
feet long, upon which the tent is rolled 
when taken from the tree. 
Side guv-ropes 
are attached to the bottom of the tent and 
run through pulleys at the upper corners 
of the scaffold. 
They are used to open the 
tent when it is to lie dropped over the 
tree, and to fold it up when it is removed. 
The lightness of tlie- apparatus allow* it of 
being easily moved by two men, who oper­ 
ate the whole. 
If necessary, two or more 
tents can lie handled by the same scaffold­ 
ing, one tent being left over the tree while 
the scaffolding is removed to the next.” 
L ater experience shows that it is advan­ 
tageous to have a frame for each tent, with 
one generator to supply the gas for two 
tents. 
Such an arrangement can be han­ 
dled by one crew of men without loss of 
time. 
Acid.—Much of the success of the oper­ 
ation depends uj on the use of acid of the 
proper strength, and it should he specially 
urged that the acid lie of the strength 
recommended in the table of doses given 
below. 
This any workman can determine 
by tin* use ol a Baunie hydrometer, which 
can easily be procured with sufficient in­ 
structions for its use. 
If the acid is not of 
the proper strength, the table below will 
show tin* amounts to be used corresponding 
to the degrees indicated by the hydrometer. 
Thus, if the acid only shows r>0°, use the 
column marked 50° Baume in place <»f that 
of the 05° in the regular prescribed doses 
of acid.

DOSES ACCORDING TO SIZE O F T R E E . 
The regulation of the doses for the dif­ 
ferent sized trees so as to produce uniform 
treatments is calculated on the basis of the 
results of the experiments which deter­ 
mined the amount of each constitutent for 
a 12-foot tree. 
The following table indi­ 
cates the amounts for trees of diffirent di­ 
mension- of top. based upon the rates of 
cubical contents. 
The amount »f material for each dose 
differ- from that previously recommended 
(bulletin 71) by a decrease of one-lburth 
in the amount of soda and a slight change 
in the acid ; the cyanide remains the -ante. 
Varying amounts of soda were used, -¡low­ 
ing quite clearly that a decrease of one- 
lburtli was possible, blit farther than this 
au appreciable lessening in the preserva­ 
tive efiect was noticeable.

The prescribed doses for small trees will 
lie found too -mall, unless the trees are 
very low. 
The calculations are all based 
ui>on the supposition that the trees are 
nearly spherical in shape; but in most 
cases it will lie found that the trees of 
small dimensions have most of the branches 
raised l'nlly four or five feet from the 
ground, thus leaving a large volume oil the 
inside of the tent unoccupied. 
Due allow­ 
ance must be made when thF liight of the 
tree is so much greater than its diam­ 
eter. 
MODE OF OPERATING. 
Place the desired amount of acid in the 
acid receiver : 
then put the required 
amount of soda m a convenient vessel—a 
gallon measure serves the purpose well— 
and add water to bring it to a thin paste, 
stirring well to get rid of all the lumps, 
before the cyanide solution is added. 
Mix 
the cyanide solution and the soda paste so 
that the undissolved soda will remain 
evenly distributed through the mixture. 
Pour into the cyanide receiver and allow 
it to run ’slowly and regularly upon the 
acid, which lias previously been run into 
the generator. 
As soon as the cyanide 
solution begins to enter the generator, the 
blower must he turned slowly, and contin­ 
ued until all the material is run in and 
violent action censed. 
This usually takes 
a minute or so after the materials' unite. 
Then follow with violent blowing for a 
m inute or so, and allowed to rest almut 
fifteen minutes from the beginning of the 
treatment, when violent blowing is re­ 
peated for one minute. 
The time occupied 
in running in the m ixture should he about 
as follows for the diflerent-sized trees:

_ It is quite im portant that the time of 
injecting shall be closely observed, and 
should be lengthened rather than sliort- 
I ened. 
No time will be saved by hurrying 
this part of the treatm ent, for if run in too 
fast lumps will lie formed which will take 
some time to lie completely acted upon by 
the acid. 
If the time is slightly length­ 
ened no serious results w ill follow. 
Some 
of the largest doses have been completely 
acted upon in less than fifteen minutes, 
thus making it possible for a single gen­ 
erator to serve two tents when the pre­ 
scribed time of exposure Ls adopted. 
It is 
advisable to continue the treatm ent of a 
single tree for about, thirty minutes, al­ 
though the time may lie slightly short­ 
ened when two tents are used. 
INJURY TO FOLIAGE. 
It was plainly noticeable that under the 
influence of the direct sunshine much more 
burning of the foliage took place. 
Trees, 
which were treated in the forenoon of hot 
days, were burned mostly upon the east 
side, and this injury to the foliage appeared 
always iijk iii the side of the tree which was 
exposed to the sun at the time of the treat­ 
ment. 
The injury was undoubtedly done 
while the tent was upon the tree, and did 
not result from burning after the tent was 
removed. 
Trees which were treated early in the 
morning or late in the afternoon remained 
perfectly unharmed. 
In oncease the tem­ 
perature in the shade was about 92°, while 
within and close to the sunny side of the 
tent tiic temperature reached 108-110” 
This injury to tin* tree may lie lessened 
somewhat by covering the frame with a 
cloth, which will shade the te n t; hut it 
will be found more convenient to make the 
treatment witli the gas in cooler seasons of 
the year, or in the cooler hours of the day. 
W hen injured by exposure to sun-heal the 
leaves drop oflj but without injury to tiic 
green woody stem s; fresh shoots have ap­ 
peared in the course of throe weeks after 
the treatment. 
The prospects of effective treatm ent of 
scale insects by this method are quite 
promising. 
The ga« is not only deadly to 
the insect, but kills also the eggs, notw ith­ 
standing they are confined in tin* cottony- 
cushion sac of the insect. 
The effect of 
the gas is equally deadly to the white as to 
the black and red scales. 
Due attention should agalu he called to 
the extreme care which must be exercised 
in handling the gas, on account of its 
highly-poisonous (iropertics; this warning 
cannot he too strongly urged. 
But it ha- 
been shown by practical operation that no 
special danger threatens the operators if 
due care be taken. 
The limits of a prelim inary report pre­ 
clude a detailed description of the apara- 
tus used in the operation. 
It is recom­ 
mended that those who arc interested in 
the construction of a machine shall, if 
possible, make personal examination of the 
working outfit at B in Gabriel, and thus 
learn by actual observation the method of 
construction and operation.

_ Soda.— It Ls best to use the bi-enrbonrte 
instead of the neutral carbonate of soda. 
It should lie finely pulverized, and can he 
conveniently measured in a can which will 
hold one pound and fractions of a pound. 
Solutions.—The cyanide of potassium so­ 
lution (uot the “mining cyanide” ) is pre­ 
pared by dissolving the salt in the propor­ 
tion of ten pounds to two gallons o f water. 
1’laco the cyanide in the vessel in which 
you wish to make the solution one or two 
days before using, in order to avoid as 
much as possible the stronger odor of a 
freshly prepared solution. 
In the prescribed dose an excess of acid 
has been recommended, in order that com­ 
plete action shall always take place. 
It is 
desirable to test the residue occasionally 
to be satisfied that the work is complete. 
This is done by adding a little more acid 
and noting whether boiling o rcíiérveseence 
takes place upon stirring, care being taken 
uot to mistake the effervesenee from the 
material accidentally gathered on the sides 
of the cylinder during the operation, for 
that of m aterial which should have been 
acted upon in tha bottom of the cylinder.
